Last Monday evening being the time se- 


lected, tut taking preliminary action in the 
organization of a Blaine and Logan cim 
paigu club, a number of representative Re- 
publicans of 
Newport, Middletown and 


Jamestown assembled at the Justice Court- 
toom in the State Bonne. The meeting was 
called to order by Col. Landera, Chairman of 
the City Committee, and Mr. J. J. Peckbam. 
secretary, read the call, after which ex-Lieat, 
Gor.

On taking the chair Mr. Fay addressed tbe 


meeting at considerable length, explaining 
the object (or which the party had been call- 
ed together, and commenting upon the snc- 
ce« of airallar gatherings which had occurred 
at Intervals of foury«ars since 18CO. He bad 
been a little disappointed tt fi rat, Arthur be 
log his preference, but since be bad seen bow 
universal was the choice of Mr. Elaine, from 
Maine to California, he was 
aatisfied 


stronger candidate con Id not have been nom- 
inated. 


Rev. Forrest F. Emerson, pastor of tbe 


United Congregational church, followed tbe 
chairman in a most eloquent address wbich 
called forth prolonged applause from all prea 
cot: Ee said it was tbe first time he had 
ever been called upon to speak at a meeting 
of the kind, and was not prepared to make a 
compaigo speech, but that be was born a Re- 
publican and had never got over it. He 
in favor of Blaiue and Logan, and believed 
the Republican party ah on Id support the 
nomination. He believed tbe charges made 
agalnit Mr. Elaine, by the Independent 
prew, unjust to tbe country, unjust to the 
party and unjust to Mr. Elaine. He liked 
Mr. Blaine because he was purely American 
and thought that England's opposition to 
him ehonld alone be flnffioient reason for 
American people forming a unit In bis favor. 
"He is a man who has been a leader, Is a 
leafier-the leader, perhaps—and it is the 
first time In forty tears that we have nom- 
Inited, unanimously nominated, a leader of 
tbe party. Hayes was not tbe leading can- 
didate, Gen. Garfield was not a prominent 
candidate, but now we have nominated a 
man who is the leader of hin party. 


Mr. George A.LUllefield, Superintendent 


of Public Schools, was the noil speaker. He 


' was a Republican and had been a Blaina 


man ever since be was old enough to take 
any interest In politics. Notwithstanding all 
the malicious abase of Mr. Blaine we believe 
him an honest man. Charges have been 
made against him as there were against 
Washington, Lincoln and Gar field, bat they 
bare all been refuted. Mr. Blaine has not 
lived obscurely, be uiui UR.U prominently be* 
fore the people for twenty years, and it was 
L!s prominence in public life that nominated 
him. It would be better to live again under 
tnonarcblal government than that the habit 
of nominating a dark borne*over men of well 
known eminence, should be constant. 


Hon. Wm. P. Sheffield made a lengthy 


but eloquent speech, showing what the Re* 
publican party bad done for the laboring 
claai and ably refoted the charges made 
against Mr. Blaine while Speaker of tbe 
House of Representatives. He also cited the 
fact lhat a people ihoald be governed by 
principle and not by man, and stated that 
because ft man did not approve of Mr. Blaine 
was no reason why he should tarn against 
tbe principled of bis party. 


Col. W. A. Stedmao, the Newport dele- 


gate to tbe National Convention, Rev. M. 
Tan Home and Dr. H. E. Turner aluo made 
able and appropriate addresses, after which 
Mr. H. E. Tamer, Jr., offered for Blaiue 
and Logan three rousing cbeers, which was 
responded to with a will. 


On motion of Col. Landers the chair was 


instructed to appoint a committee of three 
from each ward, and from Mfddletowu and 
Jamestown, to perfect arrangements for a 
permanent organization.

Brown University.

TblH occasinu h.n beac announced, I bs- 


Hev*. a* a reunion of ibesous and daughters 
of Newport. 
Brown University, or Kboi 


Island college, an it was first christened, w 
ceiUinly born at Newport, and id therefore 
one of the daughters of your beautiful city. 
But she waaKiH immediately at her birth to 
ba nursed under the rur*l ekies of the neigh- 
boring town of Warren. When four years 
of «g9 the qieatioa was raiaui), ihaH she ba 
brought borne to be tr*iue<l or sent elwwbere. 
It waa no eiftj question for the godfathers 
of tbe child to auswer. I^ong mid eagerly 
did tbey diacuM it. Faint echoes of their 
eager words still linger. It waa two hundred 
and eighty pouuda—not pounds avoirdupois 
—pouudo awtline (bat turned the scale. New- 
port waa willing to stake £1000 toitarttbe 
child in life, and Pro vide uc* waa ready to 
stake £4:330 sterling, ami thia Newport child 
waa Uken forth to be reared to womanhood 
and to become the fair mother of children at 
Providence. 
Aud now, one hundred »nd 


fifteen years after tbe memorable discussion 
referred to, when slie w*8 taken away at the 
tender are of four, Kuode l.iUud College, 
re ctiriuWned lirowii University, comes back 
for the first time, BO far as I know, to rejuice 
and to greet and be greeted in the place of 
ber birth. 


Tbe time aud tbe pi ice of the birth of the 


Rhode Is'and college are b<ith of them note* 
worthy. Observe the time. About tbtity- 
tltree yeara had elapsed triuce the famous 
Dd*u Berkeley had left Newport to return to 
Euulttud. For nearly three years the Dean 
had Itaeii here riilii(eutly iuuubatiugbis Idea, 
and a queer oue it watt—of establishing a 
great college, a eon of Dublin University, at 
the Island of Bermuda, oue of a cluster of 
little, low-lying islands out in the Atlantic 
Ocean, more than GOO miles from tbe nearest 
point on our uoaat. But a college or a out- 
versitv was Berkeley's oue absorbing thought. 
Doubtless It was a frequent subject of re* 
mark in tbe Philosophical Society which be 
was instrumental in founding in tbia old 
town of Newport. When, therefore, James 
Manning, tbe first president of the college, 
landing at Newport, proposed the idea of a 
Rhode Island college, the leading citizens of 
Newport were all ready to entertain it aud 
give it practical form. To tbe uucoscSoua in- 
fluence of Berkeley was doubtless due tbe 
readiness with which the project of a col- 
lege WAS first received. It is with honest 
pride that Yale College preserves tbe gener- 
ous tokens of the noble Dean's good will,aud 
with not less reason mav Brown University 
cherish his memory for bis go id influence, 
however unintentional it may have been, in 
piep uitig the way for itself to coma into be- 
ing. 


But tbe place of tbe birth of Brown Uni- 


versity Is 110 Jess worthy of uoto than tho 
time. Rhode Island wne the aole civilized 
spot on earth where perfect religious freedom 
then bad existence. Them was not at that 
time a college in Amurica at which religious 
and secteriastlcal lefts were not applied to 
both fetudonts aud professors. Tbe fouudeta 
of the college of Rhode Island were men wh6 
were uot content to be merely tolerated by 
anybody or anywhere. They demanded as 
an inalienable nsut given of God that con- 
science In all matters of religion should be 
absolutely free. Tbat right Rbole Island 
had proclaimed to all tbe world and waa then 
maintaining, and waa resolved to maintain 
at any hazard. A recognition of that right 
was distinctly wrought into the college char- 
ter and la every act and year of the college 
has been most scrupulously maintained. 


Tt WAS a novel state of society that met 


Berkeley's eye when be Unded here aome 
hundred «ud fifty years ago, and it in an 
amusing picture that he given iu one of bi« 
letters of what he saw; specimen? of every 
species of religious idio^yncracy then known 
among men have congrestated here and yet 
all were living in relations the most neigh- 
borly and amicable. Practical recognition 
of tbe rights of conscience harmed nobody 
then and throughout our land harm.* nobody 
now- 
Towards this practical recognition 


throughout the land Brown University bas 
done its tibare of wrvice. But Newport sus- 
tained at the beginning and sustains to-day 
certtia immediate jnr«onal relat-ons to Brown 
University. The fir«t pupil of the college 
and for more than three quarters of a year JIB 
only pupil was a Newport boy. That boy, 
for many years afterward a professor In tbe 
University of Pennsylvania WAX the Hev. 
Wtu. Rogers. A deaceudantof his banfound- 
ed in Brown University the Newport Hirers 
proffswrshlp of chemlsTy, the Rogers High 
School of Newport and ali-o the Newport 
scholarship and the Rogers High School 
scholarship it) Brown University. These are 
personal relatious between the collcee and 
tbia city wliiuh we may believe would never 
have existed bad not Brown University beeu 
oue of the daughters of Newport and they 
are relations which it Is fitting we should 
remember to-d iy. 


And the history of Brown University in 


the one hundred and twenty years of exis- 
tence, now one of tbe oldaat of Newport's 
surviving daughters—has been one of wbich 
no son of Newport need be ashamed. For 
the record of h«T wna in the counsels of the 
nation there need be no blushing. Tbe Mtr 
vice of her mns—of her living sons in our 
foremost institutions of learning, Andover, 
Prince ton. Yale and Harvard, lo the courts 
md the pulpits of the country, tells its own 
story. 


Brown University cannot boist BO large a 


family as some of her iti-torH In tbe neigh- 
bouring states. But it in not always the 
largest household, you know,tbatare tbe best 
bred. Hrown Is an anxious and a prudent 
mother. She cares much more about the 
character than the number of her son*. She 
will tolerate no Idlers among them aud tlie 
vicious when found incorrigible shecastBout. 
Hnr doors stand ever open that tbe worthy 
may enter but she c.ires to receive and to re- 
tain uoiie who cannot go out from her better 
fitted for the duties of life thau when they 
entered.

7o»r Honor, the J/aj/or, and Ladies and 


Gentlemen: 
I rise to speak to the toast which baa just 


been proposed with mingled feelings of honor 
n'l diffidence. Cf honor, at being chosen 
spokesman for tbe elder sons of the Rhode 
Island delegation from New York and Brook- 
lyn: of diffidence, because I am unequal to 
do justice to tbia augaat and interesting 
occasion. 


But you will scarcely expect me to do more 
hich I did not feel at liberty to decline to 


do (In the circumstances), than to give ex- 
pressloD for those in whose behalf I speak, 
as also for myself to our gratitude for your 
courteous and cordial reception and entertain- 
ment (but wbo would expect anything IMS In 
Newport). 


Without becoming egotistical, allow me to 


say that I feel as one of the Elder Sons of 
Rhode liland who hare left their native 
place—tb it an absence of all bnt fifty yeara 
has not lessened my regard, nor abated my 
intere* in it and its prosperity. 


Tbat instinct of tbe bom an heart which 
attache! one M strongly to one'* native place, 
ao Inttiact peculiarly human, isitnnglyilloi 
trftted, I venture to think, in Newport; and 
iu citizent wbo have goo* forth to other 
placeflto push their fortunes, and to take 
part in the straggles and the raocetaM of baal- 
ness life, and I am happy to lay that u far 
aa my observation bai extended the Sons of 
Newport, wbo are scattered all over tbe conn- 
try, bat more particularly in our large busi- 
ness centred, have reflected honor on their 
native city; many of them occupying distin- 
guished and Important posit Ion i in lome of 
our UrgMt banking, tiniuranoe, 
railroad 


aud oilier Corporations of A professional, 
linnuci.il nud mercantile character, fomp of 
whom you will Imve the pleasure of listening 
to duriug tho con re of these exproto.-). New- 
port has uumtierfd union B her HODS, and some, 
other*, who, though tint to the manor born, 
dmitflit tlm nrtnuiied of lliis |)laca for a teui- 
purury resilience. From the mauj illLHtrimn 
omaaieiita of lb« vat ions mufessiuu*, let me 
UHiud Hiipktaft, Style*, Cnaiiuing and Ber- 
keley iu divinity; ami I must not forget (lie 
lamented poet preacher* tbe late Charted T. 
Brooks, wbo was tho poet of the Ud-Unlon of 
1851), Ellery. Hunter, Hobbius and IV*rcs in 
statesmanship; Haztird, Randolph 
and 


others in law; Oliver H. Perry, iu the Navy, 
aud of Like Erie renown; Ma!bone, King 
aud AUnton, and, In later years, BlaigK In art; 
of ever blessed memory, the late Dr. David 
Kine. who took such a deep interest lo ibe 
Re Union feativiUe* 25 year* ago, and the 
Ute venerable Dr. Cotton in medicine and 
surgery; Gtianninx, Gibbs, Touro, Ixipt-z, 
Nurtham aud hundreds of o'.hera in mercan- 
tile life. 


The present generation of Newport's Sons 


have delighted to return to do their native 
city honor, aud are proud to be honored by 
her. I need not attempt to discuad tbe Im- 
portance—commercial, literary or social—of 
Newiiort in tbe earlier days of our country, 
nor apeak of her unique position. There (ire 
thoce wbo shall follow ine, wbo will probably 
do that better and more tully tbau can I. But 
certainly among tbe many attractions and 
advantages of tbo past aud the present phy- 
sical, material and social, I ought not to for- 
get to notice what has always been a notable 
charm of the place. 1 mean its refined and 
elegant society—its cultivated and churniing 
women. I might, witti nome degreeo'pride, 
refer to the pronre.-n and impioveroeuis which 
have marked Newport's history within the 
last score of y^ata, but to do so would lead 
me into taxing your time and patience too 
far, and therefote I conclude with renewed 
acknowledgments of our sincere appreciation 
of your kindness and courteous atteutiong.aud 
our best wishes for the prosperity and ad- 
vancement of oar dearly loved native city. 


Newport In 1859—1881.

3/r. Mayor, Your Excellency, Sons and 


Daughters of Newport : 
1850 to 1831, a period 
of 23 years, a 


quarter of a century, almost a generation; 
ye-irs iu Europe pregnant of events, witness- 
ing tbe*wars between Prunia aud Denmark, 
PrutMia and Austria, aud Prussia, Hanover, 
Bav;iria, Saxony, Wurteinburg and Baden 
apaiusl France, resulting in the re-enUbllah- 
meut of the German and tbe overthrow of 
the French Empire; tbe petty principalities 
of Italy shattered ami tlinlr fragments welded 
Into a united kingdom; Spain changed to a 
republic only to return ayniu lo a monarchy; 
the Atlantic and otber cables aud tlid SIIPZ 
Canal iu successful 
operation, bringing 


together the ends of tbe world aud revolu- 
tionizing its commerce. On our own cot.- 
tiueut, tbe birth of an empire and its death 
In that of Maximilian. 


At home a nation composed of 33 States, 


6 territories and 31 millions of people—at 
peace—then, In quick succession, civil war. 
a race enfranchised, commerce swept from off 
the face of tbe ocean, public credit destroyed, 
a debt of three thousand millions of dollars 
created, a million aud a half of men In arms. 
Peace again; the sight unparalleled of those 
soldiers returning to their homes and beating 
their swords into ploughshares; public debt 
restored, specie payments resumed, and to- 
day 38 States, 9 territories, and more than 55 
millions of people. 


Rhode Island in 1850, with a population of 


175,000, had in 1880 277,000, showing a gain 
of nearly GO per cent. Her area of 1085 
Fquare miles remains unchanged; but, I 
trunt.your Excellency will pardon me in Hay- 
ing, we measure our State by ber Head aud 
not by the foot. 


I may M well confess here that the last re- 


mitk is not origin*! but selected, for if I do 
uot I im suru in theso daya of wide reading 
and diffuse learning that murder will out.— 
The thunder is stolen from Mr. Sauborn. 
though he does not know it. You will find 
it In the Newport MEIICCKV of August 27th, 
1830, on the third p»g«, wecond column, pret- 
ty well dow.ii, aud iJotwitlisUnrliug my con- 
fesslon I now give public notice tbm I still 
claim full ownership for its application aud 
shall ID due course demand a p itent. 


Aud now to turn to our own city and, at 


the sime time, to return to lhn toast. What 
report of our stewardship can we mike for 
these long yeara? Well, J will begin by 
quoting from 
the Newjwrt MEKCUKV of 


August 27tb, 1859, whore, in an account of 
there-union Nativities just held, I find this 
sentence, "What was Brat seen by the re- 
turning con or daughter wan almost entirely j 
the flame, with but little change for the better j 
or the worse. 
It was Newport agsiu, tmre 


enough," and, I was about lo add, aud her I 
fas*, but thew you have just escaped, j 
From thH eviJently those who returned the 
I 


last time and are here with us again to-day, 
cannot require much at our hands, and 1 am, 
therefore, emboldened to make Home com- 
parisons. In I860 the city of Newport had 
10,600 inhabitants ; In 1880, 15,01)3, a gain of 
more than 50 per cent.

dv the Seal Tbat, at tbe preceding reunion, 
of your parents and grandparents in ISA), 
tbe physician to respond to the toast to my 
[jrufeBiiou, Dr. Usher Parsons, was perhaps 
at the time the moat diailnguiabeu repre- 
sentative of the medical practitioners of 
Rhode Island, makea my position at thin mo- 
ment, by tbe contrast, very embarraoslng. 
Dr. Parsons had been fleet Burgeon to your 
famous 1'erry, and the mere mention of bin 
name in an assembly like tbia wan HB aure aw 
tbat of Perry to elicit tokens of approval be- 
fore tie had even rit<eu to ppaak. Beaidee, 
though of Providence, Dr. Paraoua was prac- 
tically ono of yourselves, while my oilly title 
to your consideration it) that of a son by ador • 
lion, and I am to moxtof you, even by name, 
but a stranger. And yet wo closely are Hie 
recpeetivo States of our birth united, not 
merely by contiguity of auil but by identi- 
ties of history, that a pilgrim from Massa- 
chusetts Hay is foon tnadu to feel, ua of yore, 
that he is welcome in tbe Plnntiitlong of 
Rhode Island. We of Massachusetts" Rent

W., but Dr. John Clarke, the foun- 
der of Newport, for whom yon are indebted 
to the Plymouth colony. A friend of Annie 
Hutcliinsoa, and a devout, God-feat I UK per- 
son, Dr. Clarke took pattern of holy St. 
Luke, since he wns not only a good physi- 
cian, but so tilted with a eeusoof the near- 
ness of the Divine Presence, and of hie own 
vocation to bring tbe Borrowing to our Savior's 
feet, tbat he went about tbia town preaching 
The Word from the pulpit aa well as at the 
dying bed. It waa Impossible for aucb a man 
to loug endure, or be endured in tbe then 


cinl atmosphere of Boston. 
You have, however, repaid our gift by 


nerultng to U8 from Newport, of your own 
bent men. Dr. Samuel I) an forth, for «o many 
yeats prominent In ItoHon Dr. Benjamin 
Water-house, and, iu later day, Lr. Walter 
Channlugjoneof mj own precepiora, who gave 
the address in behalf of tbe returned sons 
and daughters, at the former reunion. Uolh 
of tbe latter were called to fill chairs in 
Harvard University, of wbich Din forth and 
Chanolntr were graduates, and Waterho'itte 
the recipient of its honorary medical degree. 
Danforib became preiiJent of the Mas.ia* 
chuadtta Medical Society, and they all were 
Kellowa of Boston's most honorable guild, 
the American Academy of Arta and Sciences. 
Water Lou *j and Cbanuing, moat fortunate 
of men, were i-ientifierl wilb tbe two greatest 
improveraeuta in medicineof modern, indend 
of ancient and modern times. It waa lo 
Waterhouae tbat Jenner imp»it«d hia dis- 
covery of vaccination, and be waa it« effect- 
ive first tivanRelist in America, while Ctian- 
ulug, the one who practiced, beaald, while 
bin brother preached, by his masterly work 
npon Eiherizitioti In childbirth aeconiled 
tbe Impulse tbat bad been glvftu by Slmpsoo 
of Edinburgh, towards annulling the ptiyai- 
cal anguish of tho primal curae. All other 
tinman miffarinp, however intense, can be 
uu'lerHtood through the word pain, but to 
this supreme bitterness there baa been no 
term applicable save agooy. 


Did time permit, I would further illustrate 


from this perhapi unaccustomed standpoint, 
tbfi early medical histories of Newport. I 
can da no more, however, than mention the 
names, alreidy fimiliar to you, of the phy- 
sicians who were gathered here, them selves 
or their fathers, from different Untie, tbe 


lumni of distant acboolsof acience, aud with 
.aryiog reliRions and political convictioua— 
Puritan, Friend, Huguenot and Catholic— 
loyalist and patriot—CUrke and Jeffries, 
Cranston, Ayrault aud tbe Kodmann, the

'atherfl, Bince they both, an Ohauning alao, 
nearly lived to celebr;ite their own centen- 
nial. Dduforlh and Ctianuing died at 90, 
and Waterhoupe at !f2. Nor can I apeak to 
you, as I wo-ild, of the Newport pbyalclana 
of the flrat half of nur own century, aave to 
add their names to iln^eof the illustrious 
dead who preceded Hiem. Drs. William 
Turner, David King, Hen., Edmund Thnmati 
Waring, Beujdtnin W.Oiisa and Eooch Haz- 
zard, were all of them', in 1812, among the 
founders of tbe State Medical Society, wbich 
bas ever preserved its due proportion of the 
good reputation and honor of Rhode Island. 
Of uny predecessor here, tbe chronicler of 
bye-gone medical daya and men, whom I 
flrat knew in bla old age aa an occasional 
most welcome guest at m? father's table,and 
enbaeqaently nmt at medical gathering* in 
his own city > I need only say that he left a 
worthy monument to hi a memory, In the 
person of hia son, the dlatingulabed Provi- 
dence profewor. beloved by hia contempora- 
ries. Of the Newport physicians who were 
then, at the former reunion, in the prime of 
life, not one rarrlvea. The blocrapher «f 
that occaftioo, spared Iu hti yet vigorous age 
to compile the history of onr own (Mllvltlea, 
aod who, "Aquidneck" and "Champlin," 
both combined, prove* ever tbe moat delight' 
fal of "Old Mortalities" will doubtless 611 
the gap that I must leare. Dra. Jamea Tur- 
ner, Theophilni C. Dnnn, Daniel Wataon, 
CbarlM Cotton—wbo through hia prevmcf 
Drofewionallr althe V*ttle between the II or 
Del and the Peacock conferred upon Newport 
iiimitar fame to tbat conveyed to Providence 
by Surgeon Paraoni from Lake Erie-David 
King, Samuel Wiswall But lor, all real from 
ibelr libora, but tbe If memory Ii freah in 
yonr hearU. 


To Dr*. Dann and King, the Utter tho 


most distinguished of your physicians in 0111 
OWD Oaye, I may be pertultt«d brief pervoda 


tribute. Shortly after entering my profea 
siuu, thirty-one years ago the prcsaut mouth, 
1 waa admitted to monibttrdliin In tbe Amer- 
ican Medical As-'oslatlou. Tho delegates (o 
the association from Newport were then, and 
fur mtuy .vears subsequently, Dm. Dunn aud 
King. The aci]iuin(ance tliim early formed 
became iu the case nf the latter peutleman, 
Dr. Dunn having deceased, an intimate oue 
upon my removal to Newport, aud I bear 
tttstimonv, as can many another phy«iclan 
from every portion of the country, to tbe fa- 
vorable impteaolon, so many jeara ago form- 
ed, of the medical profession of fouttiern 
Ithode Inland, from the dignified, courteoua 
and attractive bearing of thorn gentlemen of 
lie old school of fine acholarabip as of man- 
ners 


Tbe toaat of 1850 waa to "Our OM Doc- 


tors." Tbe old doctors of Newport, at tbe 
present day, consist of but three. Long may 
.hey be spared to keep each other in counte- 
nance. 
Itut time will quickly make ita 


changes. During my own brief seven yearn 
of residence here, Dr. Sands ban l>een taken 
away, Dr. But'.rick. Dr. Butler, Dr. King. 
Of living physicians I would gladly Bpe.ik 
were it proper to do EO, for you have among 
your m'rMle-aced and younger men, those 
with whom tbe medical traditions of your 
31 cy may safely rtst. I should do violence, 
liowever, to the feelings of the associates of 
whom I am .but (1m voice, did I not alliidn 
in the venerable practitioner, the senior of ua 
all despite hia still youthful appearance and 
ways, arounrl whom fur hit own pake aud in 
memory, of the uncle and father whose places 
herilN, cluster t!ie cympattiics of si many 
Newpnit homes—the' President of tlie Hed- 
wood Library, of the StatH Board of Health, 
aud of the medical HtufT of the Newport Hos- 
pital. Through bid abueuco alone have I 
been selected to apeak to you, for be baa to- 
day, like hia beloved patron, Cinclunntufl of 
old, left the plough iu the professional fur- 
ro#, and hastened to where there ara rumors 
of a war loug passed, and the dust of history 
if not of battle, and loving cups to a glorious 
ancestry of whom our country may well be 
proud to the end of time. Aa one who bears 
in bis own veins thebluoti,upon the one aide, 
of a participator in Klnz George's famous 
tea party in Boston H.irbor, and. tipou the 
other that which wai heated in more than 
oue Revolutionary passage at-arms upou the 
land, four tinker may hope, with you all, 
that tbe Fourth of July may be fardlatant 
when tbe Society of Cincinnati and the 
Grand Army of the Republic aball have out- 
lived tbe generous envy aud approval of their 
fallow-citizens. 


The next Reunion—What will be tbe theme 


of my successor, who shall apeak to your 
children in tho name of the physicians of hie 
time? 1 think I can tell you. for Us fore- 
Nhadow.i have already reached ourselves.— 
You have, I speak aa though you wero all 
Hti 11 living here, sure na I ant that you have 
preserved the senso of poAsessorsblp, you 
have in your midst n model hospital, who^e 
tr us toes Intend that it ahull bocome the special 
pride, as It is tbo blessing, of your city.- - 
Though supposed to be already rich, aud 
though it will doubtless eventually be free 
from anxieties in this direction, it la allII, 
from tbe difficulty of realizing from It* lauds, 
embarrassed for tho means to develop impor- 
tant measures that its managers have at 
heart, and it would still turn to good purpose 
all your offerings. Comparatively imperfect 
aa it tbua yet la lu Its work, It ia by far tbe 
beat place in Newport for the .convalescence 
of many an Invalid. And why? Simply be- 
cnuae, In addition to proper nursing, modi- 
cine and diet, it is the one thought of all con- 
cerned lu IU care that the air to be breathed 
by these enfeebled Invalids should be as pure 
an poaaible, free- from every unsanitary taint, 
and as like as may bo to tbe atmosphere- of 
Newport of the old t'mri, when Dr. John 
Clarke flrat entered It, and there were no- 
where scattered, above or just beneath the 
soli, tba products of decay, theseeda of death. 
In it better to wait till your guests hare to 
seek pure air in the hospital, or to provide it 
for them aud yourselves, at first hand, and 
within your owu homes? 1 shall np.we you, 
liowerer, all further application of tbe prin- 
ciple, now a cardinal one with tbe medical 
profession, to which I have led you Phy- 
sicians a re, and ever must bo, the guardians 
of tlie Ufa of a oily, Its growth aud vigor, aa 
they are of that of ita citizen*, aud precisely 
it) the reverend clergy are tbe ens toil 1.ins nf 
its health and ita morals. A very high 
sUudard, In tha oue aa iu tbe other, will pro 
duce commensurate results. Do not fill to 
remember tbat I flay thin to you, not of my- 
self merely, but in behalf of tho whole pro- 
fession of our cily. At the next quarter cen- 
tenary of bur cons and daughters, may it be 
claimed that Newport has more than pre- 
served, aud ill rough a more valid title than 
ever before, its right to tbe appreciation of 
all whose good opinion is worth the having. 


I close with UIB parting sentiment of my 


jredecessor, at the reunion of 18o!J: "Tbe 
nemory of dititinguidbed physicians of Rhode 
island, who have well played their part iu 
:he drama of professional life," and I add to 
Uimply thirt: and especially those nf New- 
port. Of ttieir each successive generation, 
it each recurring gathering of these sons and 
daughters from whom they may have avert* 
ed the approach of death, may it be aald that 
they were more thoughtful for tbe good re* 
fjiiteof 
thftfr city than for themselves-th« 


they had the courage of their convictions— 
ihat they preferred the temporary unpopu- 
arity ibatplalu upeech is ao aure to bring, 
to the plaudita of a carelens multitude—and 
that iu tbe consciousness that tbe descend- 
ants of those for wbOTi they labored would 
call them blessed, they found their reward.

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Tlioso butter-makers who are 


• troubled and annoyed by the slrcnk- 
' incss of their butter may rest us- 
"Bured that it is due to over-careful 


working out of the water from the 
' butter preparatory to salting. The 
finest qualities of butter show no 
solid salt whatever under the micro- 
scope, and yol there is plenty of salt 
In it, 
The salt is in solution, and 


is so evenly diffused through tho 
butter that not a drop of water even 
can be detected, but only a very 
finely granulated and fibrous appear- 
ance. 
Every grain and fibre is sur- 


rounded by a film of brine clear and 
transparent. This cannot occur un- 
less there is water enough left in 
the butter to dissolve tho salt com- 
pletely. 
In the first working of the 


butter the great point is to get rid 
of every particle of milk, and the 
next point is to leave enough clear 
water in the butter to dissolve every 
grain of salt iu the twelve hours be- 
fore the next working. To effect this 
the salt should be very finely ground. 


A farmer in Dakota thinks he has 


hit upon a sure preventive of the 
common disease in hogs known as 
cholera. 
He fortunately1 turned his 


fattening swine Into a field in which 
was a heap of clay thrown out of a 
well, and this clay was gradually 


inches. From Kentucky, where this 
grass is largely grown and a good 
deal of seed is produced, stalks of 87 
inches in length are reported. Grass 
that was cut for hay the first week 
in June is now fit for pasture, not- 
withstanding the heat has been un- 
usually severe for the season imd 
there has been no rain. As the seed 
promises to be cheap this year many 
farmers might do very much worse 
than to seed down a few acres early 
iu August for fodder or pasture next 


consumed by -the hogs. This dis- 
covery might probably have been 
worked out theoretically had 
the 


conditions been studied. Clean earth 
is a wonderful antiseptic, and the 
natural habits of the hog, n rooter 
after vegetables and insects, lead it 
to swallow a large quantity of earth. 
Were fattening hogs confined in a 
field where they could have accesn 
to clean earth, there would probab- 
ly be little or no disease among 
them. For there the swine would be 
free from filth, a great provocative 
Of pestilent diseases, and would have 
a supply of earth, if that be neces- 
Bary for them. 
Bat it is quite pos- 


sible that the cleanliness of the Da- 
kota field kept the swine healthy. It 
is, however, a timely thing to note. 


The farmer in the more northern 


parts of the country who is annoyed 
by the troublesome b.'ack fly that is 
common to those localities may well 
pity his Southern brother, who has 
to struggle with the very much 
worse buffalo gnat, which is a relat- 
ed insect, and in appearance very 
much like the Northern black fly. 
Hundreds of mules have been wor- 
ried to death by these buflalo gnats 
in Arkansas, and some farmers have 
also been bitten by them, so that 


Mole Traps. 


A trap to catch moles must be es- 


sentially different from one to catch 
rats, as the habits of tbe animals are 
wholly different. 
In setting mole- 


traps it is necessary to use a little 
care so that the pan which receives 
the pressure may be operated on as 
the mole passes under it with only a 
slight movement. The moving parts 
should also be oiled that they may 
move freely. The very best trap 
may be made ineffective if it is not 
properly set; but if one will use care 
and gumption in its use it will never 
fell. 


Regard every weed which makes 


its appearance among the hoed crops 
as a robber, seeking to deprive the 
useful plants of tbe food and drink 
which are necessary to their proper 
growth, and wage a war of extermi- 
nation against all such. Put the cul- 
tivator or horse hoe through at every 
opportunity. 
Frequent stirring of 


the soil so that it will lie loose and 
mellow upon the surface acts very 
much as a mulch in heavy soils, pre- 
venting much of tho drying up of 
the plants in a season of drought.

the borders of the fields should be 
dug out or cut down before they 
ripen their seed.

It ripening seeds to fill the land with 
foul stuff for another year has a more 
slovenly look than one not hoed. It 
looks like premeditated 
laziness, 


while the field left unbocd may have 
been neglected by reason of sickness 
or lack of time. If it is worth while 
to hoe at all it is worth while to hoc 
to the end of the row. 


they (the farmers) died in a short 
time. There are some dissatisfied 
people who seem to believe that the 
worst place in tbe world is where 
they live, and bpend their lives in 
efforts to get away to Borne other lo- 
cality. Perhaps the Arkansas farm- 
er in fly tiiue may be excused for 
Laving this belief, but a recital of 
Lis miseries may tend to make some 
other farmers better satisfied with 
their surroundings. 


The cabbage-worm need no longer 


be an object of fear to the cabbage 
grower. Tbe present year it is re- 
markably scarce, notwithstanding 
its abundance last season. It suc- 
cumbs to white hellebore immediate- 
ly, and if the powder be lightly dust- 
ed over the leaves of the young 
plants or over tbe hearts of the older 
ones the worms destroyed. As the 
parent butterflies subsist upon what 
food they get from the blossoms of 
any plants of the same family as the 
cabbage, such as radish, turnip, and 
mustard, a great many of them may 
be destroyed by dusting these flow- 
ers with the hellebore powder. 
Al- 


though this powder is noxious to 
some extent yet there is no danger 
in its nse, as it is applied only to 
the outside leaves, and no one ever 
uses a cabbage without washinn- it. 


Many of the mowing fields that 


have a fair crop of grass may be in- 
duced to grow a second crop worth 
mowing if treated with a dressing of 
phosphate at the rate of 400 pounds 
per acre, or with 200 pounds of ni- 
trate of soda, as soon as the grass is 
up. 
Whether the result will pay in 


dollars and cents will depend not 
only on the price of hay but also 
upon whether Ihe rainfall is sufficient 
to enable the fertilizer to produce its 
best results this fall, or the land is 
retentive enough to hold until wet 
seasons such manure as is not taken 
up by this year's crop. It is not well 
to use such top-dressing upon a side 
jill, as the rainfall is quite as likely 
lo carry its fertilizer down into tbe 
lowlands as to wash it into tbe soil 
below.
